Kentucky Annual 

Livestock Summary 

The value of livestock. on Ken- 
tucky farms on January 1st, 1021, 
was approximately $120,818,000, as 
compared to approximately $167,- 
906.000 worth of stock on this 
state's farms January 1, 1920, ac- 
cording to the annual estimate is- 
sued jointly by the U. S. Bureau of 
Crop E>timates in co-operation with 
State Commissioner of Agriculture 
W. C. Hanna. The decrease in total 
value is d,ue chiefly to shrinkage in 
market value per head, though there 
has been considerable decrease in 
numbers, especially of hogs. Dairy 
cows show a slight increase in num- 
bers. 

This estimate gives the numbers 
of livestock of various classes in 
Kentucky January 1, 1921, as fol- 
lows: Horses, 420,000; mules, 250,- 
000; milk cows, $406,000; other cat- 
tle, 562,000; sheep, 1,137,000; swine,

1,129,000. This indicates the num- 
ber of mules on Kentucky farms is 
the same as on Janunry 1, 1920. Milk- 
cows have increased about 2 per 
cent, while cattle other than milk 
cows, have decreased about 5 per 
cent, hoYses a little more than 2 per 
cent, sheep about 8 per cent, and 
swine nearly 15 per cent. 

The average farm value of milk 
cows in Kentucky January 1, 1921, is 
$57 per head, compared to $73 in 
January. 1920; other cattle, $30.10 
compared to $41.20; horses, $84 
compared to 101; mules $107 com- 
pared to $126; sheep, $6.30 com- 
pared to 10.90, and swine, 9.90, com- 
pared to $13.

Editor's Note— The following ar-

Farmers hi every state 
of the Union should be sold on the 
wisdom of advertising, and 
tide msy help to sell them. 

New York Herald Bureau, 
Albany, Jan. 18. 

Of all the hn-.iness fi*ildres in 
1920 84 per «ent of them were of 
firms that did not ndvert : se their 
wares. One of the greatest financial 
neeneies in America discovered this 
fact, and Oeorge A. Cnllen, vice 
president of the North American 
Fruit Exchange, used it as a text 
on which h'e based his speech on 
"Co-operative Marketing," delivered 
last week at the annnnl meeting of 
the New York State AVfricnltural 
Society. The meeting was held in 
the assembly chamber. 

After setting forth the above cited 
statistics Mr. Cnllen reminded the 
farmers before him that they must 
remember that neither Don nor 
Bradstreet reports cover the apple 
growers of New York state, a fact 
that made the financial agencys' 
statement all the more significant. 
Then he went on to say: 

"You apple growers sitting before 
me furnish one of the most striking 
examples in this country of intelli- 
gent men failing to make use of the 
one thing that could turn disaster 
into success. Why do California 
growers successfully invest $750,000 
a year in advertising to create an 
appet'te for citrus fruits while New 
YoWc apple growers invest practi- 
cally not a, cent to create an appe- 
tite for some of the finest fruit pro- 
duced on the face of the earth T 

"Wake up. New York apple grow- 
ers, and advertise! 

"Think of the Pacific Coast rai-in 
trrowers investing $500,000 a year in 
advertising and the prune growers. 
$350,000. while the New York state 
farmers apparently try to keep it a 
secret from all the world that they 
prodnce the finest of seed potatoes 
and mnple syrup! 

"Wake up. New- York growers, and 
advertise!

"Eventually: why not nowt And 
that reminds me. Did it ever occur 
•to you as singular that the millers 
advertise flour, but that the farm- 
ers who produce the superior grade 
*f wheat out of which that flour is 
node never advertise wheatt And 
that the shoe manufacturers adver- 
tise <0ioes, while the farmers who 
produce the superior hides out of 
which those shoes are made never 
.ulvcrtise their products tWh^ do 
Armour and Welch get all the good 
wil 1 asset out of advertising their 
particular brands of jrape juice, 
while the growers, who prodnce the 
1'est tiaality of grapes, out of which 
that juice js made .establish for 
themselves no reputation, with the 
public, and hence are always at a 
disadvantage in dealing with the 
iui<e makers? 

"The grower must henceforth >" 
the man who is known to the con 
suniintr public! It must no longer be 
merely the manufacturer or the mid- 
dleman who is known, as has been 
the case almost universally in the 
nnst. The grower must seize and 
hold that great intangible asset 
known to the legal and financial 
world as "good will." which will 
raise him from a position of de- 
ix ndeiiee to one of power. 

"But there is a further and ex- 
ceedingly important use for adver- 
tising by the grower. Thnt [s in con- 
stantly keeping the consumer in- 
formed when hi* products are avail- 
able, or to be available, when 'they 
are abundant, and when they are or 
should 1* relatively cheap at retail. 
This has real practical value in stim- 
ulating consumption."

Are Now Divided 



Some vlery interesting statistics 
have been published recently show- 
ing hew wafro earners are divided 
in tbe United States. 

There are 850,000 men engaged in 
'joal mining; 115,000 stockmen; 114,- 
000 lumbermen and raftsmen; 233,- 
000 blacksmiths; 177,000 brick and 
stone masons; 817,000 carpenters; 
400,000 in iron and steel mills; 180,- 
000 shoe workers, and so on, through 
fifty trades and professions, with a 
total number of men and women em- 
ployed in gainful occupations, of 
over ten years of age, of 71,600,- 
000. 

It is interesting to note that there 
are more clergymen than lawyers, 
judges and justices; more physicians 
then clergymen or lawyers; more 
teachers by 200,006 than aje num- 
bered in these three professions 
combined, and nearly as many cooks 
as there are teachers. 

There are more barbers, than there 
are nurses; nearly four times as 
many bookkeepers as commercial 
travelers, nnd nearly as many real 
estate agents as there are waiters. 

These millions of people serve 
each other, live by the labors of 
others, and have interests and obli- 
gations which are mutual. Whether 
supplying capital or management, or 
skilled, or common labor, one cannot 
live and prosper without the other, 
and all are essential to the growth 
and prosperity of the greatest na- 
tion in the world. 

All industrial processes have for 
their end the production of goods, 
which satisfy human wants. The 



most important means for the ac- 
complishment of this purpose is that 
device of civilization, which distin- 
guishes it principally from savagery 
and barbarism — the division of la- 
bor. 

The rennlt of this division of labor 
has been not only an increase in the 
production and consumption of the 
goods, and the improvement in the 
quality of the article manufactured, 
but the growth of a widespread in- 
dustrial and social interdependence, 
and a sense of mutual responsibility 
and co-operation, so that the world 
is bound closer together than it 
would otherwise have be<»n. 

On this plan each man must do 
the -work in which ho is most pro- 
ficient and in which he can produce 
the largest and best results. For the 
same| reason men doing the same 
class of work and skilled in a par- 
ticular operation, are brought to- 
gether into an industrial partnership 
nnd with improved machinery, give 
us mass production, cheapen proc- 
esses, meet the increasing demands 
of the consumer and lower the price 
of commodities. 

The workman himself, because of 
hi sdivision of labor, can wear better 
clothes, have more and better food, 
! live in a better house, have a shorter 
I working day, enjoy more leisure, and

40,000,000 FACE DEATH 



So dreadful are the famine condi- 
tions In China, a father poisoned his 
family to save them from the suffering 
of starvation. The 40,000,000 people 
who face starvation now are beginning 
to die from the dreaded typhus. 

These conditions are described in a 
letter to the Rev. Dr. E. Y. Mulllns, 
Louisville, chairman for Kentucky of 
the China Famine Fund, and also are 
told of in the report of the American 
Miniider at Teking sent to President 
Wilson. The campaign to save these 
people from starvation was launched 
by the President. 

10,000,000 Are Children. 

The American Minister states that 
of this number, ir>,000,000 are subsist- 
ing on dry leaves and 10,000,000 of 
them are children. 

Dr. Mulling says this famine is the 
greatest since the one inehSTG when 
"the world stood aghast at the death 
of millions by starvation and cold. 
The horrors of that year are at our 
ver> doors," tie said. 

The area Involved is larger than 
France and embraces Shantung, Sl.an- 
si, Chihll and llouan. 

A missionary in a letter received 
yesterday by Dr. Mulllns, says: 

"This dreadful famine follows Ave 
years of crop failures. Millions of 
men. women and children are eating 
the last of their dry leaves. The win- 
ters here are very cold but these peo- 
ple have no fuel — they depend on 
sMvea. and Kooliang stalks to lu-ut 
their huts -they have neither. 

Typhus Upon Them. 

"This appeal is not ours but theirs. 
I passed from Techow to Tientsin, 
there was only barrenness, wheat had 
beeu sown In some few spots, but it U 
a long wait until harvest time and now 
tjphus Is upon us 

"I found oue very pathetic case. 
The cow thut hud kept the family alivo 
for mouths, fuiled to give milk for lack 
of feed. She bud to be sold for a trl tie. 
The futher prepared a good meal of 
"faaiaV dumplings' for his family. 
Ills little daughter asked how it wua 
thut they were havlug such good food 
ufter weeks of hunger. After they hud 
eaten, he told them that he hud put 
polaou in each dumpling and all would 
aooit be out of their misery, lie could 
nut bear to see them starve and they 
whea I arrived, 
tend money tor theee poor 
n beings. The railroad into 
Manchuria will haul wheat free of 
charge but we haven't enough money 
te buy tint wheat." 

Dr. Mulllns has sent an appeal to 
the clergy of Kentucky to relate the 
experiences at this missionary Joseph 
hurge, treasurer of the Famine l nnd. 
seuds the funds to China through the 
l*u/uruueni at Washington. ,

National Headquarters of the 
American Legion has distributed five 
thousand copies of a manual which 
members of the Legion's nntionnl 
speaker-' bureau will use during the 
approaching membership campaigns. 
The manual, which was prepared by 
the American Legion News Service, 
sives a hricf history of the organi- 
zation, outlines the definite accom- 
plishments for the benefit of ex- 
service men and the country and sets 
forth the plans of the Legion for the 
future. 

The state legislature of Oregon 
has sent a memorial to Congress and 
urge immediate passage of the 
American Legion's four- fold ad- 
justed compensation bill. The ac- 
tion of the Oregan legislaotrs wai 
unanimous. It is bclievdfl to be the 
fore-runner of numerous similar 
moves on the part of state legisla- 
tures in an effort to obtain the pas- 
sage of the bill.

"Upon the United States in a large 
measure," the governor declared, 
"the solvency nnd financial stabil- 
ity of many other countries depend. 
This fact greatly increases in the 
responsibility which rests upon the 
American banking system nnd calls 
for the exercise of sound judgment 
nnd the Strict observance of sound 
financial and economic principles." 

In readjustment of business the 
country, Governor Harding assert- 
ed, is generally recognized as hav- 
ing pnssed the crisis and in looking 
to the future "a spirit of greater 
confidence prevails as the year was 
closed, he said, there were many in- 
dications that business generally was 
beginning to adjust itself to new 
conditions and "was preparing to 
proceed on a sounder and saner 
basis. 

"Because of the accumulation of 
foreign commodities, however, for 
which there is no market," Gover- 
nor Harding continued, "countries 
which have been sending us their 
surplus products find they have 
nothing marketable with which to 
pay for their imports from us. 

"We find ourselves, therefore," he 
maintained, "with a large export' 
trade which is bqjng paid for only 
in part by a great portion of the j 
world. • 

"We are therefore brought face to 
face," Governor Harding continued, 
"with the problems of how we can 
best extend long-time credits to Eu- 
ropean countries in order to enable 
them to reconstruct their industries 
and how we can extend credit to 
other countries in order to enable 
them also to make shipments to Eu- 
rope which otherwise would be made 
to the Ignited States and glut our 
domestic market."
